Property owners are
then mailed a nofice of
violation by NSD with the
neighborhood organiza-
tions name displayed
prominently. If the prop-

erty re-
mains in
a sub-
standard
condition
after the notice, an NSD
inspector will then take
the enforcement action
to the next level, possi-
bly citing the property
owner to city court.

To participate in
the C.A.N. program, @
neighborhood organiza-
fion simply needs volun-
teers to participate, as
well as a computer with
infernet access to ob-
tain property ownership
information. If your
neighborhood organizo-
fion is interested in par-
ficipating in the C.A.N.
